There in, perhaps, no life which the av- 
erm:« * person is so utterly unable to com - 
prebend as tlmt of the Trappist monks, 
which is passed in well nigh perpetual si­ 
lence amid the most rigorous physical and 
mental austerities. A profession of public 
humility can Ix j understood, hut the priest 
or layman who puts on the robe and cowl 
of the Trappist brotherhood effaces him­ 
self and all knowledge of himself. He 
may pass half a century in a .stall nex t to 
a brother whose name he does not know 
(beyond that which Is written up above 
the entrance into the narrow and bare 
vault in which he sleeps), whose national­ 
ity even he never suspects. W hat his his­ 
tory may be, what connections he may 
have outside the walls nobody but the 
ablx >t may knew, unless, piece by piece, 
during l o n g y e a r s of immurement, hints or 
suggestions may lie obtained and linked 
together. 
The vow of silence is not so rigorous as 
Is commonly supposed. A Trappist monk 
may not speak to another or anybody, save 
the abbot, without permission. He may 
•peak to the abbot upon any m atter con­ 
cerning his daily work or religious duty, 
but not needlessly. A needless word sub­ 
jects him to ¡x *nnnces, to remorse and 
mental dr-quiet.. The vow, of course, is 
voluntary, and there is nothing hut the 
conscience and ea rnestness of the monk to 
enforce its redemption. So welt Is it kept, 
however, in its lx » t meaning that there 
are not three members at Gct-hsemane, in 
Nelson county, who know the name of the 
president of the United Staten or the gov 
ernorof Kentucky. The severity of the 
rule is so great that few American bora 
monks are to be found in the establish­ 
ments 
A MONK’S CURIOSITY 
In Gethsomane a large m ajority of tlie 
monks are French, German and 
Irish 
I'hey cut hut one meal a day, consisting of 
soup, made of vegetables and bre<id 
¡Killed 
in water, and a little rice. 
In summer 
this meal is served at 11:30 a. m., at other 
seasons at 2:30 p. in. In Dent it is taken at 
4:30 p. in., and consists of bread and water 
alone. The monks take from thirteen to 
twenty ounces of f'x x l per day each, yet 
they do manual labor in the fields iind 
workshops, and it is noticeable that all of 
them walk with a light and springy step, 
and even those well along in years are 
more vigorous and active than men of 
their years hi ordinary condition.

Which means that we shall give emplo y­ 
ment In the United States to o ver seven 
hundred tho usand mo re labo rers. 
We 
shall keep here abo ut twenty-o ne millio n 
do llars that we no w send to England fo r 
tin plate. 
Can yo u co mprehend these 
benefits, bro ther? 
The vario us articles used in making tin 
plate, such as acids, grease, co al, iro n, 
etc., and tin o re itself, no w in the gro und, 
will be dug up to enrich o ur co untry. 
Perhaps, as all the free trade papers in 
sist, yo u with the rest think that there is 
no tin o re in this land. 
We have plenty 
o f it and there was o nly needed the states­ 
manship, go o d sense o f pro per tariff laws 
to cause its devo lo pement. 
Last week 
T he T kl kor ai *h had a dispatch fro m 
Tex as stating that rich mines o f tin were 
no w being develo ped in that Btate. 
On Iro n Creek, near Rapids City, Da­ 
ko ta, since the "ro bber tariff” bill passed, 
a tin mill has been started and, says a 
So uth Dako ta paper, go o d quality o f tin 
is being taken o ut o f the mines to keep it 
go ing 
"It runs abo ut six ty po unds o f 
tin to the to n. 
The miU has a capacity 
o f a hundred to ns a day, o r three to ns o f 
pure tin, and it will so o n be running at 
full capacity.” 
Thus it may be seen by a perso n no t 
prejudiced by partisan bigo try ho w it is 
that a pro tective tariff builds up industries 
and makes the entire co untry pro spero us 
One thing mo re 
Will the Sun tell us 
why it is that while there has been a fall­ 
ing o ff in the price o f almo st every co m­ 
mo dity in general use ex cept tin plate 
that that useful article co ntinues at the 
o ld price? It is as high no w as it was a 
do zen years ago . 
Galvanized iro n, nails, 
plate glass and every thing else has fallen 
o ff in price in so me instance mo re than 
o ne-half since a tariff was placed upo n 
them, but tin plate has steadily held its 
o wn. 
This is strange to a man who do es 
no t understand the tariff questio n, but it 
is a very simple pro po sitio n to o ne who 
kno ws eno ugh to kno w that the tariff o n 
tin has been to o lo w. 
But do n’t wo rry, 
bro ther. 
When the results o f the late 
tariff get fairly at wo rk yo u will see tin 
dro p. 
That the tariff o n this article has 
been to o lo w is sho wn by the fact that 
tin plate is the o nly co mmo dity in general 
use that has no t been greatly reduced in 
price during the past decade. 
Absence 
o f pro tectio n in this co untry has resulted 
in pro tectio n to the British manufacturer, 
and right selfishly he has taken advantage 
o f it. 
With these facts befo re us we can see 
why it is that the English manufacturer 
o f tin plate, as well as the Dix o n Sun ami 
o ther free traders, are wo rried o ver the 
higher tariff o n tin plate. 
The tariff sho uld bo co nsidered in the 
light o f a business questio n and no t made 
a po litical issue in any shape o r manner. 
This impo rt duty o n tin plate is emphati­ 
cally a busiuess pro po sitio n, therefo re, to 
make o ur argument plain we will take the 
liberty o f co nsidering it as such; o f calling 
attentio n to a business here in Dix o n and 
bringing in its general manager as a wit­ 
ness fo r the reaso n that he is o ne o f tho se 
manufacturers in the canning business 
said by the Bun to be so distressed by this 
tariff o n tin plate. 
If the edito r o f the 
will go o ver to 
the milk facto ry he will there see to ns and 
to ns o f tin-plate that is being co nstantly 
cut up and wo rked into co ndensed milk 
cans. 
Ask the manager o f the Anglo - 
Bwias Co mpany, a man o f brains, a man, 
as his wo rk sho ws, who has no t his su­ 
perio r o n the two co ntinents in business 
ability ; ask Geo rge H. Page whether o r 
no t he wo uld have the McKinley bill 
repealed, and his answer will be a mo st 
emphatic No . 
Mr. Page pro bably buyB 
mo re tin each year than o ne o ther man in 
America. 
lie is no t afraid that the 
"Tariff is a tax .” He kno ws eno ugh to 
kno w that it is better fo r Americans to 
make tin-plate in America. 
When the 
facto ries at Chicago can furnish tin-plate 
it will save high freight rates 
fro m 
England, tho usands o f miles. 
He kno ws 
it will bring the price o f tin do wn twenty 
five o r fifty per cent, when co mpeting 
facto ries are co mpleted 
The Dixo n S u n , 
in 
the said edito rial 
says, in speaking o f the recently passed 
tariff law, that; 
"It has no t resulted in the establish 
meats (tin-plate facto ries) pro mised be 
fo re electio n, its pro spective influence 


o f last week stated that since tbe pas 
sa geo t the McKinley bill tin-plate has 
been lo wer than fo r many years, sho wing 
that J ust such a high tariff was needed to 
kno ck a little o f the selfishness o ut o f 
the English manufacturers. 
The S u n 
sho uld no t have made a statement, even 
fo r po litical effect, that the markets sho w 
to be so far o ut o f the way. The fact ap­ 
pearing that thro ugh the influence o f the 
McKinley bill the time is no t far distant 
when Americans will make their o wn 
tin-plate in America, and J o hn Bull must 
o f a necessity co me do wn in his prices, 
he takes time by the fo relo ck; makes vir­ 
tue o f a necessity and puts do wn the 
price o f tin. 
Ho ping, also , to frighten 
tho se in this co untry who co ntemplate 
building facto ries. 
We have endeavo red to answer the 
S u n ’s 
anx iety regarding tbe lack o f tin 
plate facto ries in this co untry. 
As to 
ruling prices o n tin plate it is fair to say 
that o n this as well as o ther co mmo dities, 
the market fluctuates and has no t very 
much bearing o n tbe real questio n. 
The 
retail prices o f tin-ware are pro bably no t 
higher no w than they were last J anuary, 
but tin is no w lo wer by fifty do llars per 
to n than it has been fo r years, aud this is 
a mo st ex cellent indicatio n in. favo r o f 
Pro tectio n.

England; and, better thau all. reduce the 
price o f tin-plate and tiu-ware o f all kinds.
